Derr’s testimony came 
at the end of a ‘a hearing, at 
Which Dean T. F. Hunt of the Uni- 
versity of California said the only 
direct method of reduc the price 
of milk was to declare it a public 
utility so the present complex sys- 
tem of distrfbution could be elim- 
inated. Fred W. Hansen of Fresno, 
president of the San Joaquin Valley 
Producers’ Association, said he could 
see no Way whereby the production 
cost of milk could be redu . 

The wheat-grower is making little 
Profit because of the increased cost 
of labor, H. A. Jastro, manager of 
the Kern County Land Company, 
told the committee, and Samuel 
Pond, official of the California Food 
Administration, said the greater use 
of labor-saving devices in bakeries 
was the only hope of reducing the 
price of bread until the p?Pice of its 
chief ingredient, flour, was reduced. 

Prof. J. E. Dougherty, of the Uni- 
versity of California Davis Farm 
School, said he could offer no plan 
to bring down the price of eggs, 
and testified he knew of nothing to 
indicate the egg producers’ organi- 
gations had been formed to boost 
prices.

Visit of Mercy. 


Operation at Sea Saves Life 
af a Soldier. 


Five Transports Reported on 
Way from Frange. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, March 12.—Tears 
rolied down the cheeks of Gen. Per- 
shing while visiting the wounded 
officers and men aboard the hos- 
pital, ship Mercy at Bordeaux, Feb- 
ruary 27, according to the stories of 
the 381 soldiers who arrived here to« 
vay on the ship from the French 


port, 

Gen. Pershing made two visits to 
the ship with his staff, it was said, 
on the day of embarkation, and on 
each occasion he passed through the 
lines of wounded men in the double 
tiers of cots on each side and praised 
and -comforted them: Once he 
stopped at the cot of a wounded ma- 
rine who had lost a leg. He shook 
the soldier's hand and in atone of 
pride and sympathy, declared: “You 
boys are wonderful! fighters!” 

Later he came across a young sol- 
dier in the surgical ward who was 
badly crippled. The general, with 
fatherly solicitude for his welfare, 
remarked: 

“Boy, you aré a real man!” . 

FIGHTER IS TEARFUL 

Then, addressing the otgers in the 
ward, the tears came to his eyes, 
_ the old fighter who had won 

e in the Indian uprisings, the 
Spanish-American War, the Philip- 
pine insurrection and the great war, 
extolled the valor of the new vet- 


erans. 
“Nothing is too good for you,” he 
commented as he bade the boys 
good-by. ' 

Gen. Pershing, it was said, con- 
gratulated Capt. U. R. Webb, com- 
mander of the Mercy, upon the 
cleanliness of the ship and the care 
and comfort given the wounded. 

There was one.death during the 
voyage. Corp. Robert Cole of Bart- 
ley, N. Y., died a day before the 
ship reached here. 

OPERATION AT SEA. 


To save another soldier's life, a 
major operation was performed yes- 
terday while the ship Was:at sea on 
Sergt. Walter E. Overton of Seymour, 
Ct., victim of a gunshot wound. 
Lieut. . A. Neill, a surgeon of 
Portland, Or., said the patient was 
convalescent. 

Private John J. Reynolds of New 
York, wounded on October 19 on 
the Verdun front, was picked up by 
the Germans and taken to a hos- 
pital in Germany, where he lay five 
weeks. When the armistice was 
signed, he said, the Teuton doctors 
tore the buttons from their caps and 
the next day appeared in civilian

HALIFAX, March 12.—-When the

The troops, most of whom enlisted 
in the British forces from the United 
States and eighty-one of whom are 
American-born, were discharged 
from the army with $20, and an or- 
der on the British consular officer at 
New York for transportation to their 
homes, the ship’s officers said. 

Capt. Jackson told the authorities 
that he had no guns aboard and that 
his ship was at the mercy of the 
soldiers. 

The captain said that his orders 
were to take the men to Halifax

CIVIC CENTER NOW. 

Los Angeles cannot “stall” much longer 
about its ultimate intention to erect mod- 
ern public buildings. Annual! visitora to 
Southern California see here year after 
Year the same old dilapidated City Hall 
and listen to the same story of the great 
municipal building, public library, audito- 
fium and what not that are going to be 
erected in thie Pacific Coast metropolis. If 
they have not already formed the impres- 
Sion that this is the most bekind-the-times 
big chy in America, as to public buildings, 
they soon will. There can be no question 
at all that the masses of the people in Los 
ate ashamed of the existing situa- 


A city of 600,000 Inhabitants with an old 
rookery inherited from its overgrown town 
days for a City Hall, with no general libra- 
ry and with no large municipal structure 
in which to hold public meetings, is, to put 
the thing brutally but truly, an anomaly 
among the modern cities of America. Los 
Angeles ig so far behind in the procession 
with respect to public buildings that visit- 
ors from citiés of a tenth {ts population are 
first surprised and then amused when they 
start looking around for our public places 
of interest. The absence of even passable 
municipal buildings is probably the first 
thing that strikes the average tourist com- 
ing to this city. The next, of course, is the 
city’s lack of a great tourist hotel such as 
other Southern California cities possess. 

Nor is it a question only of appearancés 


‘that need worry the people of Los Angeles. 


This city is'paying dearly in dollars and 
cents for its backwoods policy, or lack of 
policy, with respect to the erection of suit- 
able structures for the housing of its pub- 
lic business. Los Angeles, unable to find 
room for more than a fraction of its mu- 
nicipal departmental! activities in its tumble- 
down City Hall, has for years been paying 
high rentals to office-building owners for 
needed extra space. Enough good money 
ig paid out in this way every year to more 
than pay the interest of a bond issue suffi- 
clent to erect a City Hali of which this 
or any other city might be proud. Further 
More, enough money in the aggregate has 
been paid to private landlords since bust- 
ness overfiowed the present municipal build- 
ing on Broadway to have built a fine City 
Hall. This money, es well as that turned 
over to private owners annually as rental 
for spaee in which to house the public li- 
brary, ig money absolutely poured into a 
bottomless hole, so far as the taxpayers are 
concerned. 


Los Angeles loses financially from the 
point of public convenience and in munict- 
pal dignity and self-respect every year that 
the building of @ new City Hall is put off. 
By housing priceless public records in a 
firetrap it constantly runs the risk of losing 
documents that could never@ebe replaced 
and the destruction of which would leave 
the municipality in a most embarrassing 
position. The time has come for the city 
officials to give their serious and immediate 
attention to the erection of a City Hall in 
keeping with the importance and néeds of 
@ City of this size. If the present city au- 
thorities are too shortsighted to realize the 
conditions that exist and the necessity for . 
action, the voters should put in men who 
have graduated from the small-town way 
of looking at everything and who can take 
hold of the big affairs of this big city and 
run them on a city basis. This is not sald 
in the spirit of criticiem, as it remaing yet 
to be seen whether the men now handling 
the city’s activities will be broad-gauged 
enough to get on record with definite ac 
tion. It is a fact, however, that former cfty 
Officials, in the face of municipal needs just 
as plain, have persistently sidetracked the 
question of al new City Hall and other im- 


| portant publi¢. business to fritter time and 


words in endless discussion of tin tags, 
crowing roosters and silly sumptuary regu- 
lations gengrally. The public has the right 
to know that the next officials elected are 
alive to the city’s real interests, and the 
introduction of the civic-center project at 
this time affords an excellent means of find- 
ing out.

Thus the situation calls for a body of 
public officials who are not only capable of 
thought and action, but who will take the 
right kind of action. Los Angeles num- 
bers among its citizens many such men, al- 
though, as past experience has shown, they, 
as a rule, are, unfortunately, not given to 
running for office. It is to be hoped that 
the men now in the City Hall will measure 
up to the specifications, for the time has at 
last come t6 DO SOMETHING about that 
civic center.
